Former US Air Force Captain Ed Dwight 
fulfilled a lifelong dream on May 19 by 
venturing into space, becoming the oldest 
person to do so at the age of 90. His 
journey on Blue Origin's New Shepard 
NS-25 spacecraft was the company's first 
human flight since 2022. The mission 
took six tourists to the edge of space 
including Ed. “Absolutely a life changing 
experience. Everybody needs to do this,” 
Ed Dwight shared after returning to Earth. 


Dwight's path to space has been a long 
journey. He was selected by former US 
President John F. Kennedy to be 
America's first black astronaut. Despite 
completing astronaut training and 
excelling in his role, Dwight's space 
ambitions were halted following Kennedy's 
assassination. 


"| was going to be the first Black 
astronaut,” Ed Dwight said in a Blue 
Origin promotional video. He added, 
"Everybody has this thing about how 
angry | must have been, how 
disappointed | must have been. As | look 
at it philosophically, my role in the whole 
process was to open up a conversation 
about Blacks in space, and so | served 
the purpose, and | was very, very proud 
of it."

Ed Dwight was an Air Force pilot when 
then-President John F. Kennedy 
championed him as a candidate for 
NASA's early astronaut corps. But his 
plans for space travel were sidelined, and 
he was never granted the opportunity due 
to racism within the program 


Ed Dwight was supposed to be the first 
Black astronaut but he never made it to 
space. Instead, he moved to Colorado 
and became the country's top sculptor 
preserving Black history through art. 

Who was the first black girl who went to 
space? 

Mae Jemison 

Later in life, she would be the one to 
change that. On 12 September 1992, Mae 
Jemison became the first Black woman to 
fly in space.

Picchu Discovered in Peru

Alongside one of the theater’s staircases were carved stone slabs

decorated with intricate bird designs that are typical of carvings from a 


ancient temple and theater has been identified in Peru as dating 


back 4,000 years, placing it among the oldest man-made structures 


in Peru. 


Located in the northern Peruvian town of Zafia, archaeologists had 


been alerted by authorities of looting taking place at a site called La 


time dating back as far as 2,000 BCE known as the “Initial Period’ and 
that continued until 900 BCE. 


If the temple were built during this period, it would long predate the 


Inca, but even the makers of the mysterious geoglyphs known as the 


Nazca Lines, as well as another civilization called Moche. 


Otra Banda / Cerro Las Animas, and a team from the Field 


University of Chicago accompanied by institutions in Peru got to 


work last June. 


A mere 6 feet below the surface, the excavators found walls of mud 


and clay. Extending the survey plot to 33 feet in length, they 


uncovered what seemed to be a theater—with a backstage area and 


staircases that led up to a raised platform.

Florida Teen Wins Prestigious Carnegie Award 
and Full-Ride Scholarship After Daring Rescue

From Lantana, Florida comes the story of a 
courageous teenager who rescued a woman 
adrift in the fast current of a canal carrying 
rainwater out to the Atlantic. 


The rescue won the young man the Carnegie 
Hero Award, as well as a local, full-ride 
scholarship to the Boynton Fire and Rescue 
Academy to cover the cost of school while he 
pursues his ambition of becoming a firefighter. 


In December 2023, a woman was spotted 
floating down the Boynton Beach Inlet, the 
most dangerous inlet of South Florida due to 
a rapid current, according to Boynton Beach 
Fire & Rescue. 

Unconcerned with his own safety, 17-year-old 
Jakob Thompson took off his shirt and jumped 
into the canal, swimming 80 feet and securing 
the woman around his waist before powering 
back to the cement wall. 


CBS 12 News reports that the woman, while 
completely exhausted, knew not to struggle, 
which allowed Thompson to focus on his 
strokes. 


“| just swam as fast as | can to get her. By 
the time | got to her, | don’t want to say 
lifeless, but she was very tired from 
struggling and trying to get out of the 
water,” Thompson told CBS 12. 


The rescue was widely viewed on the news 
and social media thanks to a video of the 
incident taken by bystander Maria Gutierrez.

Spirou, launched in 1938, is the oldest Belgian comics magazine still in production (not counting Zonneland, from 1920, 
which also features comics, but was never purely devoted to the medium). Spirou is also the oldest French-language 
comics magazine and only behind Il Giornalino (1924) and Detective Comics (1937) in being the oldest still-running 
comics magazine in the world today. Countless artists and writers have published in its pages. Not just Belgians, but 
also cartoonists from neighboring countries such as France, Spain, Italy, Switzerland and the Netherlands. After World 
War Il Spirou was the leading European comics magazine, only rivalled by its direct competitor Tintin (1946-1993). While 
Spirou did publish some serious comics series in a realistic drawing style, it's major claim to fame have always been 
humor comics drawn in a loose, cartoony way. Their graphic style was dubbed "the School of Marcinelle". Throughout its 
long history Spirou launched some of the most classic and best-selling comics series in the world. It made their 
publishing company Dupuis one of the biggest

In EAGLE the strip was titled The Adventures of 
Tintin and not King Ottokar's Sceptre and although 
Tintin’s name was written as one word in the title, 
he is referred to as Tin Tin in the text boxes and 
speech bubbles. The speech bubbles themselves 
were written in a neat style using upper- and lower- 
case letters quite similar to that used in the French 
and later English albums, whereas the other strips in 
EAGLE were all written in upper case letters. The 
strip was not a great success in EAGLE and no 
further adventures were serialized. In my 
opinion there were several reasons for this. The 
‘ligne claire’ style of artwork used by Herge 
more closely resembled styles used in overtly 
humorous cartoon strips in Britain than the 
more realistic style of British adventure strips. 
The style seemed to call for broad comedy 
whereas Tintin's adventures combine their 
humor with strong storylines. While EAGLE's 
adventure strips often contained a little humor 
and their comedy strips sometimes contained 
perilous situations, as in Harris Tweed, there 
was a Clear distinction between adventure and 
comedy stories. EAGLE readers struggled to 
relate to this unfamiliar territory and this was 
not helped by Tintin’s anachronistic image. A 
familiar icon in Belgium and France for more 
than two decades, Tintin’'s trademark plus fours 
and raised quiff only added to the unusual 
nature of the character and the strip for EAGLE 
readers in 1951. Also, the pace of the story 
was slightly slower than other strips in EAGLE 
at the time, with longer scenes in some 
locations. The Adventures of Tintin did not suit 
EAGLE's style. Finally, the rather cold translation 
lacked the fun provided by the later ones 
where Lonsdale-Cooper and Turner replaced 
with that could not be translated with wit of 
their own. 
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Herge's famous ‘boy reporter’ Tintin first appeared in English in 
EAGLE in a translation of his adventure King Ottokar's Sceptre, 
printed on the lower half of the middle page spread below the 
Cutaway Drawings, beginning in the issue dated 3rd August 
1951 and ending in the issue dated 2nd May 1952 - a total of 
forty episodes. This story tells of Tintin'’s efforts to save the 
throne of the fictional Balkan kingdom of Syldavia for its rightful 
King and was inspired by Anthony Hope's novel The Prisoner of 
Zenda. The unknown translator, who was engaged by Tintin’s 
Belgian and French publisher Casterman, retained the original 
names of all the characters except for the incompetent 
detectives Dupond and Dupont, who they renamed Thompson 
and Thomson. Hence Tintin’s dog is called Milou in the EAGLE 
version, not Snowy. When Leslie Lonsdale-Cooper and Michael 
Turner translated Tintin's adventures for book publication by 
Methuen commencing from 1958, they kept the Thompson 
names and anglicized many others. 


EAGLE's version describes Tintin as a French boy, despite his 
Belgian origins and was an edited version of the revised colour 
album of the story produced by Herge, assisted by Edgar P. 
Jacobs in 1947. The story had originally been produced as a 
serial for the children's supplement of the newspaper Le 
Vingtieme Siecle between 1937 and 1938 and then released in 
album form in 1939. Its plot contains a strong topical element 
from that period, because Syldavia is threatened by its Fascist 
neighbor Borduria, echoing the threat posed to smaller 
countries by Nazi Germany and Mussolini's Italy. The 1947 
album ran to sixty-two pages of strip, compared to EAGLE's 
forty spreads, but EAGLE fitted more frames in each episode, 
often as many as four or five, so there was little removed from 
the original. Three of the album's pages were presented as a 
brochure describing the Geography and History of Syldavia. In 
EAGLE these were omitted and the key elements summarized in 
two text boxes, each containing an illustration taken from the 
brochure. Several humorous incidents involving the Thompsons 
or Milou (Snowy) were edited out of the EAGLE version, notably 
a vignette where Milou steals a large dinosaur bone from a 
museum and some single frames, including the four large half 
page pictures from the album were also left out.
